A large bulldozer is presently 
eating away at a large chunk of 
Santa Ana’s campus. 

Undergoing demolition, the old 
army barracks have been con- 
signed to rubble to make way for 
increased parking area. The pav- 
ed surface will stretch up to the 
Counseling Center and will be 
opened for next fall’s classes. 
This pavement is another phase 
of the Santa Ana College master 
plan.

The barracks were originally 
brought to the campus in 1947 
while the present structures were 
being constructed. An increased 
enrollment granted a stay of ex- 
ecution to the wooder. buildings.

Redistricting Woes Approach Solution

If school officials complete a 


County or the Saddleback Junior College 
District. 


Taxpayers. in the Garden Grove and 
Orange Unified School Districts and the new 


planned feasibility study this spring 
and get voter approval of plans in 
the fall, the old problem of junior col- 
lege districting for the Garden Grove 
and Orange areas could be solved be- 
fore the end of this year. 


The saving of tax money has been nam- 
ed as the chief incentive for such a time- 
table if the two areas are brought into a 
junior college district at the same time the 
new Saddleback Junior College District goes 
on the tax rolls. 


There are three main solutions to the 
Garden Grove - Orange problem being dis- 
cussed at present. 


1 — The formation of a district that 
would include both areas and the existing 
Santa Ana Junior College District. 


2 — The two areas form a district of 
their own. 


3 — Each city would form its own dis- 


Other possibilities are that one. or both 


areas could join Orange Coast, North Orange 


Saddleback Junior College Districts are pres- 
ently sharing the cost of sending their junior 
college students outside their areas. 


As soon as Saddleback provides its stu- 
dents with a college, the Garden Grove and 
Orange property owners will feel the effect 
of an upward trend of out-of-district taxes 
unless their areas become in-districts, like 
the rest of Orange County. 


Last Monday, April 17 the chairman of 
the Orange County ‘Committee on School 
District Organization, Ronald Bishop of 
Garden Grove, asked Asst. County School 
Supt. Ernest Norton to head a committee to 
delve into facts and figures on junior college 
districting for Garden Grove and Orange. 


It was announced that the committee 
will be made up of the superintendents and 
two board representatives each from the 
Garden Grove and Orange Unified School 
Districts and Santa Ana Junior College Dis- 
trict. 

Within the next 10 days Norton said he 
plans to get the superintendents together to 
decide on a study-and-action’ sehedule.. If 
they are interested in bringing a junior col- 
lege plan to voters by year’s. end, they will 


need to move steadily ahead, Norton com- 
mented. 

Two elections will have to be held be- 
fore the end of the year if the plan decided 
on is formation of a central district includ- 
ing Santa Ana Junior College District. The 
first election would be to get approval of 
Garden Grove and Orange voters for an in- 
terim district and a bond issue for classroom 
facilities. The second would be for Garden 
Grove, Orange and Santa Ana voters to ap- 


. prove the permanent district. 


The re-districting idea has been under 
discussion for many years and then last 
January 11, 1966, Orange and-Garden Grove 
voters went to the polls to decide the central 
county district’s fate. Voters refused to give 
a two-third majority to an $8 million bond 
issue, but gave full support to the formation 
of the district. Both issues had to receive a 
majority vote to initiate the new district. 

Norton said he believes his committee’s 
assignment is to study the central junior 
college district idea primarily. Orange Supt. 
Harold Kibby said, however, he hopes the 
committee will explore all alternatives on 
districting. 

Before the citizens will be able to vote, 
plans for the district will have to be present- 
ed to the Coordinating Council for Higher 
Education and then the State Board of Edu- 
cation for their approval. 


From the Santa Ana Army Air Base 
the buildings were moved to the SAC 
campus in 1946:and set in the middle of a 
48-acre grove of orange trees. They were 
originally intended to serve as temporary 
housings for the classrooms for two or 
three years until the permanent structures 


However, by the time the new build- 
ings had been completed, the enrollment 
at the college had so greatly increased 
that more space was needed. To handle 
the growing-need, a stay of execution was 
granted and the barracks have remained

The hero of the play - if there 
is such a thing - is contemporary 
man. He is the only one who can 
see that the others are living in 
a world cut off from reality by 
their own walls. At times 
throughout the play, he even at, 
tempts to warn them of this, but 
they won’t listen.
